-ing  si^al  victories  againstia  foe  as  old  as  man- 
kind— disease  and  injury,  i 
- - Reports  on  all  our  battlefronts  show  ^t 
jl7  per  cent  of  all  our  battle  casualties  are  being 
iXeyed.  Tile  -Army  Air  Forces  Medical  Corps  has 
established  a new  “flying  jeep"  type  of  airplane 
to  rush  wountied  Allied  sqldiers  from  the  scene 
'of  battle.  Rapid  evacuation  .is  one  of  the  most 
important'  factors  in  saving  the  lives  of  our 
wounded.  The  quicker  a man  receives  care-  for  - 
. his  wounds;  or  disease  thej  better  chance  he  has 
for  recovery.  i ' 

More  than  7,000  casualties  were  evacuated 
by  air  during  the  first  tjhree  weiks  following 
the  Normandy  invasion  and  more  than  a quarter 
of  a million  sick  and  weeded  American  and 
JUIied,  have  been  carried  out  of  battle  areas 
by  military  aircraft  since!  Pearl  Harbor. 

The  “flying  jeep”  is  (used  to  evacuate^  the 
men  from  under  the  fire;  of  the  enemy’s  guns 
and  speed  them  on  the  first  ieg'ito  the  aerial  jour- 
ney to  hospitals.  . 

' We  should  be  grateful  to  all  the  medical 
officens,  nurses  and  'corpsmen  responsible  for 
these  brilliant  results.  AH  |ouc  sick  and  wounded 
returning  from  all  combat  'areas  have . had 
praise  for  the  medical  nursing  care  re- 
ceived from  the  time  theyi  were  wounded  to  the 
time  they  were  retupied  tp  duty  fully  recovered.

cers and  nmn  know  what  io  do  and  how  to  do 
it,  and  do  it  to  perfection.
